•ooner discharged. It must uoi be in- 
ferred that the people of Nye and Lin- 
coln are Jess patriotic than those of 
other counties for Much is not the caae. 
Quito a nuuibar of men from both 
counties have offered their services to 
the Governor, but they have not been 
accepted for the reason that the War 
Department does not like to incur the 
expense of transportation of volun- 
teers several hundred miles by stage. 


That the volunteers should not be 


denied the right of suffrage while ab- 
sent from their homes fighting for the 
United States is apparent from Article 
n, Section 8, of the Constitution of 
Nevada, which reads as follows : 


"The right of suffrage shall be en. 


joyed by all person?, otherwise enti- 
tled to the same, who may be in the 
military or naval service of the United 
States; provided, the votea so cast shall 
be made to apply to the county and 
township of which said voters were 
bonafide resident* at thb tune of their 
enliitment; and provided further, thnl 
the payment of a poll tax or a registrn 
tion of ench rotera shall not be re- 
quired aa a oonditiou to the right ot 
voting. Provision shall be mnde by 
law regulating the manner of votinp, 
holding elections, and making returns 
of such elections, wherein other pro- 
visions are not contained in this Oon- 
atltation." 


Such a law as the Constitution re- 


quire? was enacted by the Legislature 
Of Nevada shortly after the state was 
admitted and volunteers ihen engaged 
in fighting Indiana voted in the field. 
For some reason the Legislature of 
1878 repealed the Act and that and anb- 
•equent Legislatures failed to pass an- 
other Aot regulating the manner of 
voting and holding elections by volun- 
teers in the military service of the 
United States. 


If the financial condition of the 


State warrants the expenditure the 
Governor should not hesitate in con- 
vening the Legislature in special ses- 
sion for the purpose of complying with 
the constitutional requirament that 
provision shall be raade by law regu- 
lating the manner of voting, holding 
election*, and making returns of snob 
elections, that

The financial condition of the State

serious matter, and one which deaervef 
the most deliberate consideration of 
the Governor. Doubtless if the ques- 
tion is taken to the courts the Gov 
ernor would be required by writ of 
mondate to convene the Legislature t" 
provide by law for the volunteers vot- 
ing for State, county and township 
officer*.
